WINNIPEG, MANITOBA, Aug. 3— 


At least three hundred 
and 
fifty 


lives have been lost in the bush fire 
which has been raging in the Crow's 
Nest 
district 
of 
British Columbia 


for two days and nights. The towns 
of Ferine, Coal Creek, HoEmc..-, Mich- 
el, Elko, Frank and Morrissey were 
wiped out and 
Sharwood, 
Crow's 


Nest, Cramhrood aid Olson are par- 
tially destroyed. 


Winnipeg. Man., Aug. 3.—As a re- 


sult of bush fires, the town of Fernie, 
B. C., has been wipid off the irap; 
Michel. 14 miles distant, is in flames, 
and the fate of Hosmer, Olson and 
Sharrod, intervening towns, is in 
doubt, they being cut off from all com- 
munication. Over 100 lives are known 
to have been lost, 74 of them in Fer- 
nic alone. A territory of 100 square 
miles in extent is a seething mass of 
flames. Throughout it are scattered 
hundreds of lumbermen and prospec- 
tors, so that the actual loss of life 
will not be known for days. 
Tho 


tracks of the Canadian Pacific and the 
Great Northern railroads have been 
destroyed and the bridges and rolling 
stock burned, so that it is impossible 
to enter or leave the burning area. 
The inhabitants of the towns have 
fled to open districts in the vicinity 
in the hope of safety. 
The railway 


companies have placed all availabl" 
trains at their disposal.

Pans, Aug. 3. — More than 100,000 


artisans inaugurated a 2-1-hour strike 
in 
this 
city 
and 
Vigneux 
today. 


No street demonstration had 
been 


planned, the leaders of the movement 
announcing that the strikers would 
pass the day at their homes. 


While there aie no signs of panic, 


considerable anxiety and indignation 
prevails in_the public mind. T..e press 
reprehends"the intoleiab:e behavior of 
the revolutionary section ot the gen- 
eral labor federation, and urges on 
the government the suppression of it 
as the only means of removing what 
it declares is a growing menace to 
society. The officials areconfiaent they 
have the strike situation well in hand. 
In addition to the largo police force 
of Paris, the regular garrison num- 
bers 25,000 men, and this force, it is 
said, is ample to assure order. Tho 
troops all have been confined to bar- 
racks so as to be available at a mo- 
ment's notice. The labor camp is con- 
vinced that it is treating the nation 
to a demonstration of its power such 
as seldom before has been seen. The 
general 
labor federation estimates 


100,000 workers, including the 
car- 


men, 
commercial 
traveleis, silver- 


smiths, electricians, printers, day la- 
borers, butchers, bakers, hotel em- 
ployes, etc.. suspended work. Very 
few of the unions refused to issue a 
strike order in compliance with tho 
federation's instructions. 


In the Vigneux district calm contin- 


ued as'the funerals of the victims of 
Last week's disorders wore prepared. 
Nevertheless the troops there remain 
under arms and patrol the count i.v- 
side. As yet there are few signs of 
the labor troubles spreading to tho 
provinces. St. Etienne being the only 
place where a 24-hour strike has been ' 
called. This is set for next Thursday. 


The headquarters of the Federation 


of Labor was surrounded by Imposing 
forces of police. 
Inside the building 


lengthy meetings were held. Tho only 
announcement 
made was 
that the 


strike was certain of success and that 
substitutes had been elected to re- 
place all the ofiiceis of the federation 
in case of their arrest. The union 
men say the strike is in protest 
against the action of the government 
in "preparing an ambush and turning 
loose the soldiery, who. by charging 
and sabering, had stung the manifcs- 
tants into replying, thus giving 'the 
troops an excuse to massacre. 
The 


authorities do not dare to announce 
the real numbor of workmen assassi- 
nated at Vigneux. This 
crime can 


not pass unnoticed, and the only reply 
possible is a 24-hour strike"

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BONAPARTE'S OPINION "/ 


Accentuates the Banking Issue, De- 


clares William J. Bryan. 


Lincoln, 
Neb., Aug. 3.—Attorney 


General Bonaparte's opinion holding 
it to be illegal for national banks of 
Omaha tn contribute towatd the guar- 
anty fund for the protection of depos- 
itors or to avail themselves of the 
other privileges of state banking act 
was the subject of a good deal of dis- 
cussion here. Prominent Democrats 
freely averred that, following so close 
ly upon the heels of the Standard Oil 
reversal in Chicago and the contempt 
cases against the labor leaders in 
Washington, the opinion of the federal 
attorney general still further strength- 
ens the Democratic party in the pres- 
ent 
campaign. 
Mr. Bryan himself 


gave expression to the effect that the 
opinion will have in the coming elec- 
tions. "It accentuates the issue." he 
said, "and emphasises the necessity of 
legislation fr^dred from the standpoint 
of the depositor rather than from the 
standpoint of the banker." 
He would 


talk no further on the subject, but 
said that he would give it liberal 
treatment in his forthcoming speech 
at Topeka, Kan., some time during the 
present month. 


Old Age Pension Bill. 


London. Aug. o\—Of 12 important 


measures foreshadowed in the king's 
speech at the opening of parliament 
in January, just two had been passed 
up to the adjournment lor the sum- 
mer vacation. These were the Irish 
universities bill and the old age pen- 
sion bill. The pensions bill becomes 
operative Jan. 1. 1909, so that only 
three months will be chargeable to 
the present financial year, and no 
great increase in the budget will be 
necessitated. For the first full year, 
however, the ministers estimate that 
$30,000,000 will have to be found.
